FRENCH CAPTURE 
OF LABYRINTH 



Paris, Jane 28.— The fighting from 
3ts>y 80 to June 19, resulting in the 
conquest by the French of the sys- 
tem of works and trenches which the 
soldiers called "the labyrinth," Is 
described in a dispatch from an offl- 
<eial observer at the froht. The laby- 
rinth, lying between Neuvllle St. 
Vaast and Ecurie, formed a salient 
of the Oermon line, anS Its position, 
-s> strong one, was greatly reinforced 
from time to time. 

••French attacks on May 9 and 
oftve thereafter failed to modify the 
situation," the observer writes. "At 
she end of May the French decided 
So finish things, and the order was 
given to take the labyrinth inch by 
inch. 

"This meant an operation of two 
principal phases, of different nature. 
It was necessary first, by well pre- 
pared and vigorous assaults, to get a 
looting la the enemy organization; 
ftnd then to progress to the interior 
of the communicating trenches, in 
repulsing the enemy step by step. 
These two operations lasted nore 
than three weeks and resulted in 
complete success. 

"The deboaobe must have been 
difficult, as numerous German bat- 
teries, composed of 77-mlllemetre 
jruna, the 160, 210, 280 and even 306- 
sxUlllnietre guns, concentrated their 
JBre on us. They were stati >t>ed at 
•Btvenoby, at LaFolie, at Tbelus, 
Farbus and ReaurainB, south of Ar- 



ras. Nevertheless, oar men under- 
stood and prepared to do their duty. 
It was May 80 that the assaults be- 
gan, our regiments marching out 
from different ooints. Tbeir srdor 
was admirable."
